. The First Elephant in America. 


es 


To the Editor of Andover Townsman: 
Sik:—A recent article.in the TowNs- 
MAN, re-published from the Chicago 
Inter- Océan, has an interesting account 
of the importation: of the figgt ele- 
phant to this country in the ship Amer- 
ica. »And states that: ‘‘different: ac- 
counts fail to agree in regard to the 
importation, which is placed all the 
way from 1776 to 1833, by difierent 
‘writers of old-time reminiscences.’’ 
And farther states ‘‘old Bet,” the 
elephant so calléd, was brought. over in 
the ship’ America, of which Capt. 
Crowninshield was master, and that: 
“she lauded according to the ‘harbor 
records, in Philadelphia, in April, 1798.” 
It affords pleasurable gratification to 
be able to state definitely when the 
first elephant was imported and the 
circumstances attending it. 
From a pile of old letters, sea jour- 


| nals, log-books, and charts, that have 


lain securely ensconced in an old sea- 
chest, for more than one hundred 
years, and redolent withthe odors of 
many seas, facts and old time commer: 
cial ncidents, can be gathered of much 
historic interest. u 
An extract or two, from letters dated 


in India, fix-the time concerning the, 
| first elephant, 


Jacob Crowpinshield 


writing to his brothers, 


rius, and on their way to India, Noy. 
2d, 1795, stys: ‘*‘We take homea fine 
young elephant, two years old at $450. 
He is almost-as large as a very large ox, 
and I dare say we shall get him home 
safe. If so he will bring at least $5,000. 
We shall at first be obliged to keep 
him in the Southern States till he be- 
comes hardened tothe climate. 

I suppose you both laugh. at the 
scheme, but I do not mind that; —will 
turn elephant driver. 

We have plenty of water to the Cape 
orto St. Helena. This is my plan; Ben 
did not come into it. So, if it succeeds 
I ought to have the whole credit, and 
the honor too—of course; for you know 
it will be a great thing to carry the 
first elephant to America.’’ 

And on Nov. 26th, but a few days 
later in another létter he says: ‘‘The 
elephant is on bgard and: quiet. 1 sup- 
pose I shall have to stop at Mauvitius 
for water, or the ,»-or_St. Helena, 
though we have 3,500 gallons.” — 

Elephant, landed in New York. Al- 
though the article referred to states 
that it ‘‘was landed at Philadelphia in 
1798, according to the. harbor records.”

The first, so named, was captured 
during the Revolutionary War, by the 
privateer Grand Turk. Her name 
when captured was the Pompey, and 
was bought into Salem, April 3, 1783, 
and was sold at auction to.E. H. Derby, 
who registered her under the name of 
America. 

The 2nd America ‘was -a French 
built ship, bought in the Isle of France, 
for Elias Haskett Derby, by Jacob 
Crowninshield. .He and. his brother 
Benjamin afterward bought her of Mr. 
Derby and named her the» America, 
This was the America that brought 
the ffrst elephant to the United States. 
Toe above article, from ‘which this 1s 
quoted, commits the error ‘of stating 
that she arrived in April, 1797, at New 
York, which statement is clearly an er- 
ror, 

The 3rd ship: America was also a 
French built ship, and was bought for 
the firm by Benjamin Crowninshield. 
She was a frigate built ship of 654 tons, 
and formerly belonged to the French 
Navy, and called the Blonde, having 
the name on her sails when she ar- 
rived in Salem, Oct. 30, 1798. She ar- 
rived in New York sometime in May, 
1798. She carried twenty “guns, be; 
tween decks, and was a formidable 
man of war, and ‘proved to be most 
merchantman also, 


making some very profitable voyages, | 


In 1799, she made a voyage to Calcutta, 
returning’ in 9 months, 
Crowninshield, Commander. 


America, Stephen Webb, Captain. In 
1801, she made the’ quickest and most 

rofitable voyage to Sumatra ever made. 
¥n 1802 another voyage to Sumatra, Jes- 
se Briggs, Commander, In December, 
1802, Capt. John Crowninshield took 
her to Europe, and under instructions 
from the firm, of which he was a mem- 
ber, sold her in Bordeaux, France, for 
a privateer—war then being waged be- 
tween France and England, and was 
very successful making many prizes— 
as the letters written home state. Her 
original name, Blonde, being restored. 

During the difficulties ‘with Erance, 
growing out of the French spoilation 
claims, she became famons, by being 
coinmissioned as a privateer, the com- 
mission bearing the signature of John 
Adams, President, and Timothy Pick- 
ering, Secretary of State. In pursuance 
of an Act of Congress,. passed July 9, 
1798. (Quite interesting but too long to 
insert.) 

Finally, the 4th ship America was 
built 1804, at Salem, by the noted ship- 
builder, Retise Beckett, for the same 
firm that owned and sailed those pre- 
viously mentioned. Although built as 
a merchantman she ‘carried twenty 
guns, and she was, beyond doubt, a 
ship of extraordinary sea qualities and 
achieved a great success, both as a 
merchantman and afterwards as a_pri- 
vateer. From 1804 down to the war of 
1812 she was kept constantly going In- 
dia voyages, and when that war was 
entered upon she wai fitted aga priva- 
teer, and made five most successful 
cruises. Joseph Ropes, two; John 
Rehew, one, Jaines Chever, three. 

“As a merchantman she was 473 tons 
when razeed, and fitted as a privateer 
350 tons, And to show the accuracy 
with which these records have 
been kept, I quote the exact dimen- 
sions. As a merchantman;: {14 feet, 
length; 30 feet, 8 inches, breadth; 15 
feet, 4 inches. depth,

Country Hoom In Cheese Has Not Reached 


Boston—Fresh Eggs In Good Demand.’ 


Pt Apples Are Plentifal and Cheap. 


Boston, Oct. 9.—Fine fresh butter oc- 
cupies a stronger position than last week. 
Outside markets are higher, the demand 
has increased and the current production 
seems to be cleaning up pretty well in all 
sections. Exporters have manifested more 
interest, and have taken several lots for 
shipment to England. 

With these favorable features must be 
mentioned the liberal quantities -taken 
out of cold storage, some of which for dis- 
tribution in other places,.and the better 
feeling which generally prevails. How 
long this will be continued or what it will 
lead to, are questions’ that cannot be an- 
swered at present. 

Statistics indicate quite an increased 
consumption the past few weeks, and‘ this 
should be encouraged as much as possible, 
for, from present appearances, it is the 


_ only way to save the market from a large 


surplus at the close of the season, 
Cheese. 

The country boom in cheese has not yet 
materialized here, and buyers are slow to 
Pay any advance. Of course, if cost rates 
in the country keep, our market must 
follow sooner or later, ‘ 

But trade is slow, and the general re- 
port of dealers is that less cheese is going 
into consumption than last year. ‘There 
ig still a liberal stock of early make on the 
market, and this may act as a drag on 
prices forsome time to come. The situa- 
jtlon is certainly very unsatisfactory. 

Othér Produce, 

Fresh eggs have been in good demand, 
with advancing prices. The stock in cold 
storage was reduced 8514 cases last week, 
and stood 69,566 cases, against 34,090 cases 
game time last year. The consumption 
appears to be increasing. 

Beans have not changed much during 
the week. Sules of choice mediums and 
marrow pea at $1.50 to $1,554 bushel, for 
Carloads to arrive ¢an be 
Lought lower. 

Large quantities of apples are still ar- 
riving from Nova Scotia and the west, 
and prices continue low. Best graven: 
steins command $2,25 to $2.50 a barrel, and 
other varieties range from $1.25 to $1.75.

Mrs. Langstér says in a late Congrega- 
tionalist that “‘childrem should be taught 
regard for the personality of a book, 
should be made to understand that it is 
not to be lightly tossed ‘about, left lying 
face downward and open, treated with 
contempt.’ Thisis light abuse compared 
with what one may see almost any day if 
he observes how books are located by 
their owners and borrowers, If a book 
will not lie open with perfect docility on 

‘his desk, the Academy boy breaks its 
back, or even places it open on the floor 
and:plants his heels upon the open pages 
to force it into submission. Words are 
inadequate to express how the average 
High and Grammar School pupil mal- 
treats the books furnished him at no ex- 
pense of his own, but bought with the 
public school money. The organist, if 
he does not say, thinks bad words when 
he places upon his music rack his refrac- 
tory Gospel Sgngs, or thick Hutchins’ 
Hymnal in ‘stiff, fresh binding, and at 
once “breaks’’ it or piles two other books 
upon it to force it to lie open before him. 
The choir singer, you will see next Sab- 
bath if you watch him, doubles his hym- 
nal over backward till cover meets cover, 
to the ruin of the best binding. 

In these closing days of ’95 there is no 
excuse for such. maltreatment of books

The Confederate Veteran —Sent Away Like 
Rip Van Winkle—A Visit to he Atlanta 
Exposition—Trouble at the Midway Plai- 

sance.

ATLANTA, Oct. 7.—It has been my 
good fortune for a few days past to run 
about the city and vicinity, including 
the exposition grounds, with a youngster 
to the manner born, who sees everything 
and either knows its significance or soon 
finds it out, for he is a live interroga- 
tion point. It is like a revelation. I 
knew, of course, that’ Atlanta was a 
cosmopolitan city, and .just now we 
have Turk and Greek, green Chinaman 
and Arab, and many more ‘‘outlan- 
guaged folk,’* but I had never dreamed 
that the natives were such a heterogene- 
ous set. My frieud points out to me that

there are four distinct races of Africans 
represented in this region, ranging from 
a@ tall and angular people with faces 
much like Jews down to those ‘‘stubby 
and shovel faced fellows’’ who sprung 
from the Kroomen of the Guinea coast;

ing blacker—that is,; the miscegenes 
there are absorbed—the city negroes are 
growing lighter, and between the two 
there rages a sullen feud which is the 
underlying reason of many of those oth- 
erwise unaccountable frays which are of 
nightly occurrence in the city’s black 
districts. 
Negro Feuds, 

“I'll wager that if the fall truth 
could be -known,'” says he, ‘‘there are a 
thousand darkies in this city carrying 
razors or pistols for some other darky, 
and the only reason there is so little 
killing is that they are on the lookout 
for each other. As it is, they seldom 
have a picnic or excursion without at 
least one getting badly slashed, and-here 
lately they. have done a deal of it at 
their camp meetings. These are the ‘reg- 
ular low down niggers’ you hear about, 
and the better class now draw the social 
line on them very severely.’’ When the 
distinction between city and country 
negro was pointed out to me, I won-

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CUBA’S CAMPAIGN. 


Troops at a Disadvantage by 
Fighting Im Wildernesses. 


Campos Disposed to Be Lenient Toward 
Enemies—Insurgents Are Neither Crini- 
inals Nor Bandits, 


New, YoRK, Oct. 10.—The following in- 
teresting interview with General. Campos 
appears this morning in The World in a 
gpecial dated Santa Clara, Cuba: 

Captain General Campos conversed with 
_your correspondent. two hours at the gen- 
eral headquarters of the Spanish army in 
this city. This is General Campos’ state- 
ment: A 
“At present the military situation i 
Quba is. satisfactory. The. rebellion in 
Cuba has attained greater scope than I 

& anticipated when I embarked from Spain. 
At present there are numerous small 
bands of insurgents scattered about the 
country in the. provinces of Santiago, 
Camaguey and La Villas, In Matanzas 
there are only a very few rebels against 
authority. The insurgents are not all 
armed, and their supply of ammunition is 
deficient in some districts, ‘ 

“My duty is to use all the means in my 
power to suppress the insurrection. Po- 
litical considerations do not weigh as 
much with me asspurely military ones do. 
Iam a soldier, and my profession is first 
with me. 

“There is a considerable number. of 
Spanish troops on the island, though itis ° 

5 not as large as the conditions warrant, 
The country is a very difficult one to oper- 
ate in, more difficult than.a Kuropean 
army is ordinarily called on to campaign 
in. Were the roads as they are in Spain, 
the Cuban revolt could easily -be quelled 
in a short time. 

“The insurgents are familiar with the+ 

‘regions in which they operate; and they 
generally have the active sympathy of the 
country people. Fidelity to their friends 
is a Cuban trait. , 

Not Lacking For Sympathy. 

“The country people allow their sym- 

pathy for Cubans who come in conflict 

with law to go too far. Bendits like 
Mirabal, in Camaguey, and Matigas, in- 
the region known as the Zapata, have been 
able to go at large because of their sym- 
pathy. People, not criminals themselves, 
and not in league with the bandits, have 
sheltered them against law. It cost the 
governmen#$200,000 in one year to capture 
the criminals named. 

“T do not class the insurgents as crimi- 
nals or bandits. They use every means in 
their power to-attain-their-end,and—who- 
can blame them when their, limited re- 
sources are remembered, I do not pro- 
pose to treat the insurgents as if they 
were of the vlass mentioned. I have 
given orders that prisoners shall not be 
cruelly treated, and that wounded insur- 
gents who may fall into the hands of the 
troops shall be well cared for. Ido not 
kill prisoners. 

“The war will be conducted.on different 
lines from the last one. Ihave a definite 
policy in my operations. The country 
paths are generally too bad at the present 
time for a persistent campaign. Again, 
Ido not wish to expose the soldiers con- 
tinuously until the season is improved. 
In November there may be looked for as 
active and as agerpssive campaign as I 
can make. 

The War Program. 

“My present plan is to divide the troops 
{nto small detachments, the number of 
each column varying according to circum- 
stances. Werel to send out’a column of 
say 5000 men, they would have the march 
for their pains.

The winter of> 1804-1805 was terthed @ 
“hard, old-fashioned winter,” especiatly in 
southern New England? giving continued 
cold weather and more snow than usual, 
The abundant snow served. to protect 
grass and grain roots, however, and 
very little damage was done to those or to 
fruit, : 

The season as_a whole has been very 
favorable for crop advancement, and it 
closes with most crops harvested in extra 
fine condition. Corn especially is very 
sound and fine and has cured well, © Al- 
though, for the most part, showers have oc- 
curred with sufficient frequency for crops, 
there have been no long rains during the 
summer, and the deficiency for the year 
amounts to 10 inches and over in many 
parts of New England. 

In closing the crop bulletin issue for 
this season we wish'to publicly thank the
